36, 
do hereby declare the invention for which 1 
pray that a patent may he granted to me, 
and the method by which it is to be per- 
formed, to be particnlarly described in and 
10 by the following statement: . 
This invention relates to a wig or nan- 
piece and. itt .method of attachment to the 
head, the expression :i >hairp;ecef is used 
hereinafter in a generic sense, as meaning, 
15 either a complete wig which simulates a 
whole Bead of hair car a smaller piece, 
which simulates only part of a lead; of 
hair. 

A hairpiece comprises 8 base layer of' 
20 suitable material to" which the strands of 
real or artificial hair are attached and one 
method of attachment of the hairpiece to 
the head now being practised mafces use of 
live natnral hair remaining on the head of 
25 the person being fitted With the hairpiece. 
In this method some of the reanauung 
natural hair is plaited to form a "rope 
extending from one side of the head 
around the back to the other side con- 
30 timipnsly or possibly imennutentiy, de- 
pending upon the amount of the natural 
hair which is remaining. The peripheral 
edge of the hairpiece is then anchored to 
this tope of natural hare by a stitching 
35 operation. 

Whilst this method provides an adequate 
anchorage for the hairpiece it does have 
certain drawbacks. Dne to the normal 
growth: .ot the natural hair jematoing on 
40 the head, ,tbe connection between the Hair- 
piece and- the rope of natural hair witt tend 
to' loosen somewhat aiEter a period of time 
and eventually it becomes necessary for toe 
. wearer to return to the specialist Who 
45 originally fitted the hairpiece to- have, it re- 
moved and the fixing operation repeated, to 
fc make the hairpiece again, fit correctly^ 



Also, during the , wearing of such a hair- 
piece; if it becomes necessary for the 
■wearer to attend to tie scalp fox cleatung 50 
or other, purposes again it, is necessary for 
the specialist to be* visited in order for the 
hairpiece to be removed and then replaced. 

The object of the . present invention is to 
provide an improved method of attachment 55 
ot'-a hairpiece and an improved hairpiece 
for use in such method so as to obviate 
the abovementioncd drawbacks. . . 

According to one aspect of the invention 
I provide: a. method of attaching a hah- 60 
piece to a head having some existing hah 
and Using a two-part separable , fastener of 
the kind wherein each part is in the form 
of a flexible strip tevihg fastening elements 
on. one . iface. thereof for co-operation with 65 
the fastening elements on the other strip to 
secure the strips releasabiy hi. , any selected 
overlapping relation, the method com- 
prising the;' steps of l^J^^ Qi^^t °* „ n 
the fastener to the hairpiece, iattachmg toe, iv 
othen part of the fastener directly to the 
existing hair and then securing the fastener 
parts to each other with a selected area of 
overlap. ., , , „ 

By the qualification "directly'' is meant 75 
in a manner not employing intermediate 
fasteners between the existing hair and the 
strip. A fastener part attached to the ex- 
isting hair by stitehing or by means of an 
adhesive is attached directly; The adhesive W 
may be carried, on a strip of sheet 
material, both faces of which carry layers 
of adhesive. j ^ 'v^ 

A hairpiece which has been attached, oy 
a method in accordance with the invenUpa 85 
can easily be removed and replaced by the 
wearer. Furthermore, the hairpiece can be * ■ 
adjusted relative to the existing hair by 
adjusting the position of one part of to 
fastener relative to too other parti provided yu 
that there, is soma, overlap hetweeii, the two 
parts of the fastener; . , 

According to a further aspect .of the in- 
vention I provide a combmation of a hair

piece and a two-part separable fastener, 
one* part of fl» fastener being' attacked to 
tie hairpiece; wfaereiii each part of th& i 
fastenec consists only of * flexible strip 
5 having fastening elements an one fece 
thereof for cooperation with fte fNemng 
efemehts on the other strip to secure the 
strips reieasahly in any selected over- 
lapping relation. 
10 lie mvennon will' now be described by 
way of exaniple with rgference to the ac- 
companying drawings, wherein:-— 
FIGURES 1 and 2 fflnstrate successive 
• steps in the application of one part of a 
IS two part separable fastener to a head, and 
FIGURE 3 illustratss the one part of 
the fastener attached to existing hair on 
the head and a hairpiece having the other 
part of the fastener and being ready lor 
20 appHcation to the head. . , 

To. Figure 3 of the accompan>ing draw- 
ings, there is shown a hairpiece 10 which 
is to be attached to ahead 11 having. some 
existing hair 12. The head may be that of 
25 a person or a dummy head for displaying 
the hairpiece. A pair of two part separable 
fasteners is used for attaching the hairpiece 
to the head; one fastener being disposed at 
each side of the head. One part. 13, of each 
30 fastener is attached to the existing hair 12 
on the head and the other part 14 is attached 
to the hairpiece at the inside and near to the 
margin thereof. . 
In. the embodiment of the invention 
35 which is illustrated;, each two,, part 
separable fastener is of the type which is 
presently known under the name of Vel- 
cro" (registered Trade Marie) and which 
comprises One flexible strip having on. one 
40 face a number of very small hook-like 
fingers and a second flexible strip having on 
one face a felt-like layer comprising a mass 
of loops or partial loops of very fine syn- 
thetic fibres so. thai when the two parts of 
45 the fastener are pressed together, tie hooks 
oh the one part engage in the felt-like layer 
of the other part and form a firm fastening 
which can; however be easily separated by 
peeling one strip away from the ptber. 
50 The part 14 of each fastener, whwh may 
comprise the hook-like fingers, or the felt- 
like material, is stitched to the hairpiece 
10. The. part 13 of each fastener is at- 
tached to the existirig hair 12 W an ad-- 
55 heaves On the back of the part 13 of each 
fastener, that, is the facie thereof which is. 
remote from the part 14 when, the parts 
are connected together, there is provided a 
layer of adhesive. This adhesive 
60 on a first face of a strip 1$ °* sheet, 
material, a second face of which, is secured 
by means of a further layer of adhesive to 
the back of the fastener part 13. A further 
strip 16 of sheet material is connected 
65 with the strip 15 by a hinge portion. 17, the 



strips' 15 and 16 being end-to-end so that 
they can. be brought into mutaaily-over--- 
lapping relation. The strips 15 and 16, are 
preferably integral with each other. 

That face'of the strip 16 which is pre- £0 
sented towards the strip 15 when the strips 
are in mutoally-overlapping relation bears 
a layer of adhesive. This layer of adhesive 
and tie layer of "adhesive on the first face 
of the strip 15 are protected, prior to use, 75 
wiffi. a removable strip 18 pf paper or 
plastics film. The other face of the strip 16 
is not adhesive. 

The part 13 of each fastener is attached 
to the head 11 in the following manner. 80 
The protective layer 18 is removed from 
the layer of adhesive on the strip 1.6. This 
strip is then laid' against the head in an 
appropriate poshioh, generally at the upper 
edge of the existing hair 12. with the ad- 85 
hesive layer presented outwardly. Some of 
the existing hair 12 is then directed up- 
wardly over the exposed face of the strip 
16 as shown in Figure 1. The protective 
layer is men removed from the adhesive on 90 
the strip ,15 and this strip is brought into 
fully overlapping relation with the strip 16 
so" that the upwardly directed hair is, trap- 
ped between and adhered to the stops 15 
and 16. Any hair which projects sub- 95 
srantiahy above the upper edges of the 
strips is then turned downwardly over the 
fastener part 13. ? 

To ensure that the downwardly directed 
hair overlying the fastener part 13 does not 100 
prevent proper co-operation between the 
fastener parts 13 and 14. a number of 
channels 17' are cut in the fastener part 13. 
each channel extending from me upper 
edge to the lower edge; and the channels 105 
being spaced apart along the fastener part. 
The downwardly-taected hair is confmsd 
within these channels so that it is held 
clear of those areas of the fastener part 
which lie between the channels. HQ 

When tie parts ' 13 of both of the 
fasteners have been attached to the head 
11. the hairpiece 10 is applied to the head 
so that the fastener part 14 of each 
fastener is brought into at least partially 115 
overlapping relation, with the corresponding 
fastener part 13. Partial overlap between 
the fastener parts 13, and 14 forms a suf- 
ficieutty, firm connection, to hdldi the hair 
piece 10 securely in the required position. 120 
The amount of overlap can therefore be 
adjusted to obtain the best fit of the hair- 
piece On the head. 

It will be understood that, m £ case 
where the hah 4 12 is natural hair on a per- 125 
sOns' head, his hair will 1 grow and the posi- 
tion of the fastener parts 13 pa the head _ 
will vary accordingly. The good fit of the 
hairpiece on the head can be maintained 
by occasionally adjusting the position of 130 
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
